Four large cantonment buildings, each about 10x12x2? meters , were north of the 
ficlc.* The buildings were occupied by air force personnel, mostly officers and 
no mere. than ? percent hlU The officers, most of them ranking from junior lieu- 
tenor t t3 captain, wore air force uniforms with rod-bordered , golden epaulets 
with one to three stars, service caps with blue ribbons and the helicopter in«> 
s.lrjn:l a at tlio front side. 


,LL> mo liold was occupied by r. to 10 twin-engine planes with Ydnciows and a door in 

hie fuselage and single rudder assembly* Parachute jumps wore made in the morning*. 
Eighteen parachutists would jump in rapid succession from each plane. All para- 
chutists were equipped with two parachutes, a white one which opened imediately 
anC \ a one which opened about 1?0 maters above the ground. One or two groups, 
each of 15 to 20 officers, were standing at various places at the field, where they 
were given instructions by an air force major. The officers carried mp-nounting 
board-3, compasses and Held glasses, 

lit. Another airfield, ‘^presumably a civilian field, was about 5 to northeast of the 
mlitiiry field, Commercial planes tool: off and landed there at nirlrh/
